STRASSBURG, Jan. 10.—Courtmar- 


tial today acquitted all the German 
officers charged with breaches of the 
jaw in connection with the recent vio- 
lent incidents between the military 


and civilians of Zabern. The military 
judges in all cases accepted the word 
of the officers against the sworn tes- 
timony of the civilian witness. . 

Col. von- Reuter, commander of the 
99th Infantry, was charged with 
wrongful imprisonment but the court 
found his acts justifiable. 

Lieut. Schad, accused of striking a 
prisoner, was released by the same 
court on the ground that the charge 
had not been proved 

Von Forstner Escapes Sentence. 

Lieut. Baron von Forstner won his 
appeal before a second courtmartial 
against the sentence of 43 days’ im- 
prisonment imposed on him on Dec. 
19 for cutting a lame shoemeker with 
a saber. 

The military judges decided the shoe- 
maker had made a threatening remark 


to Von Forstner and when they heard 


the testimony of one of Von Forstner’s 
witnesses, who swore he had found a 
knife in the shoemaker’s pocket, they 
decided that the Lieutenant had been 
justified in sabering him. 

The justification of Col. von Reuter's 
acts was based by the Court on a de- 
eres issued by the King of Prussia in 
1820, which gave the right to the mili- 
tary to intervene, without waiting for 
a request from the civil authorities, in 
case the latter were powerless to sup- 
press disorders. This decree was in- 
serted in the most recently issued army 
service instructions and is valid at the 
present date in Alsace, although subse- 
quent laws do not authorize military 
action without a requisition from the 
civilian authorities,

is shown that the purpose is to break 
down competition so that a monopoly 
may be established ultimately. 

It specifically prohibits holding com- 


tion of stock arises in the natural en- 
largement of the business. 

It prohibits restrictioh of trade and 
reduction or increase of production for 
the purpose of affecting prices or of 
building a monopoly. 

It prohibits directly or indirectly 
agreements that are calculated to affect 
competition. 

Natural Resources Problem. 

This bill is designed to place trade on 
a firm and even basis, so that honest 
production must be the gauge of suc- 
cess and so that no unnatural or arti- 
ficial means arising from great wealth 
or power may be operated to the detri- 
ment of small business men. The 
aggrieved individual upon his own initia- 
tive may recover three times the amount 
of damage he has suffered in the 
event that he may have been the ob- 
ject of oppression. He may sue aud 
enjoin a corporation if he discovers 
that he is to be the object of such 
an attack. Upon proof of his allega- 
tions, the District Attorney must lay 
the case béfore a grand jury and the di- 
rectors of the offending corporation 
shall be found guilty. and sentenced to 
jail. 
The third bill provides that every 
individual shall receive the same treat- 
ment from interstate carriers and that 
the directors of railroads shall be held 
personally responsible for any rebates 
that are given or for any favoritism 
granted. The committee has not at- 
tempted to solve the questions that have 
arisen concerning the ownership and 
operation of natural resources. It has 
left this part. of the problem to be 
worked out after the proposed law is 
given an opportunity to show its ef- 
fectiveness.

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| STRIKE BREAKERS 
TAKEN 10 MINES 
AT PISTOLS POINT 


Report of Department of Labor 
Says Copper Company Used 
Misrepresentations. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The re- 
port of the Department of Labor’s in- 
vestigation of the Michigan copper 
strike made public here today, de- 
clares that strike-breakers were im- 
ported into the copper region by mis- 


representations; that some were 
taken to the mines at points of pis- 
tols; that strikers were wounded by 
firearms in the hands of armed 
guards, but that no evidence was 
found by officers being injured by 
the strikers. 

It was pointed out that while many 
of the smaller copper mining com- 
panies in the region were operating 
at a loss, the Calumet and Hecla Co., 
which employs more than 50 per cent 
of the men in the region had “had 
extremely large profits.” With an 
authorized capital of $2,500,000, of 
which $1,200,000 was paid in, the re- 
port declares that since 1871, the 
company has paid $121,050,000 in divi- 
dends and reinvested $75,000,600 in 
its property. 

Average Day Wage $3.28. 

It pays wages for a 10 to 11 hour 
day ranging from $2.89 to $3.62 and 
with an average of 33.28, while the 
average day wage of the other com- 
panies is $2.74. The report was based 
on the investigation of Walter B. 
Palmer, a special agent of the De- 
partment of Labor; Iqhn A. Moffitt 
and John B. Densmore, solicitor for 
the department, who were sent out to 
the copper region as conciliators. 

Secretary Wilson, making public 
a summary of the report today, de- 
clined to say what his next step 
would be, but intimated that the find- 
ings of his investigators might. be 
made the basis of a proposed con- 
gressional investigation. 

after reviewing details of the 
strike-now familiar to the public, the 
report says: 

“Tne Calumet-Hecla Co. has pro- 
vided a number of welfare agencies 
for thelr employes’ benefit. The em- 
ployes of its subsidiary companies 
have the use of the library and bath 
houses, The company has built and 
now owns 10 school buildings, which 
are used as public schools, and for 
which Calumet Township pays rent. 
It has also built an armory, which is 
used by the local military company. 
and for which the State pays rent. 

Hospital Established. 

“Tt has given the ground for thy 
V. M. C. A. Building in Calumet and 
for most of the church buildings in 
the township, and has contributed to 
their support. It has built and main- 
tains a hospital at which $1 per 
month covers medical and surgical 
attention and all medicine that may 
be necessary for an entire family. 

“Tt has established a voluntary aid 
fund, an old age pension fund for 
certain employes who have attained 
an age of 60 years, and who hava 
been in the employ of the company 
for 20 years or more, and in a num- 
ber of other ways has promoted the 
welfare of the workers.“

In view of the fact that many conflicting and untruthful state-| 
ments have been circulated from time to time in connection with the 
issuance of the Union Stamp to the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., I deem 
it my duty to the labor movement, and the public in general to present 
some facts. | 

Some have tried to make it appear that there was a strike in 
progress at the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co.’s factories; others have said 
that 2500 people had been locked out, and still others have claimed 
that the Boot and Shoe Workers Union was assisting the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co. in effecting a reduction in wages. These statements 
are not only absurd and without the slightest foundation, but are 
known to be false to those who make them, and are indulged in with 
the hope of misleading the public and deluding their followers. 

The facts are that the Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union has been 
negotiating with the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. since last July, and 
that readjustments and increases in wages that have been secured 
during that time were secured through our assistance and advice. 

The negotiations finally resulted in the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co. entering into a contract with the Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union, 
which provides that any changes in wages or conditions of labor shall 
not take place except by mutual agreement, and should any dispute 
arise between the employers and the local union that cannot be ad- 
justed mutually between the two parties at interest, such a dispute 
shall be submitted to a Board of Arbitration, whose decision shall be 


binding on both parties. 

Ow or about Dec. 23, 1918, the employes of the Hamilton- — 
Shoe Co. were discharged and ‘paid in full. They were also notified 
that when the company resumed operation -their former employes 
would be given preference of employment.

Cupples had left the 
bulk of his estate to Mrs. Amelia Cup- 


vard, his adopted daughter. 

Horace Cupples, whose home is in 
San Francisco, has spent two years in 
St. Louis investigating his uncle’s will 
Recently he employed At- 
torney Moses Hartman to represent him 
in a suit to. break the will and a_peti-. 
tion had been prepared for filing in 
court when the settlement was made, 
as exclusively announced in late edi- 
tions of the Post-Dispatch Friday. 

The settlement with Horace Cupples 
was arranged on behalf of Mrs. Scud- 
der by John H. Overall, a lawyer and 
Mrs, Scudder’s son-in-law. Overall said 
Mrs. Scudder was planning a tour of 
Europe and preferred to settle for $3500 


Horace Cupples acted under a power 
of attorney from his brother and sis- 
ters, giving him the authority either 
to file suit to break the will or to make 
a settlement. His brother and sisters 
are Cassius Cupples of Concrete, Wash., 
Mrs. Samuel Mong of Foxburg, Pa., and 
Mrs. J. B. Potter of Berryville, Ark. .

Would Provide fer the Future. 

It is not the intention of the Board 
of ‘Freeholders to declare that the 
city of “Saint Louis” or “St. Louis” 
shall levy a tax on bachelors so that 
widows may be pensioned to live in 
comfort or even luxury, or to pro- 
vide moving picture shows for the 
public. But the board is trying» to 
devise a preliminary chapter to the 
proposed city charter that will be 
broad enough to cover everything 
that the city may wish to do 20, 30 
or even 50 or 100 years hence.

The United Railways Co. has. resisted 
mill tax.
